A liieatenant Governor Must be 
Elected this Fall. 
iNDiANAPOiiis, Aug. 6.—The question 
«s to fining the vacancy which will be 
•caused by the resignation of the office of 
lieutenant governor by Gten. M. D. Man- 
son has been settled—so far as it can be 
settled now—by an opinion given by 
Attorney General Hord, who holds that 
a successor to Gen. Manson should be 
chosen at the November election, to 
serve for a period of two years. The 
opinion was rendered in response to que- 
ries propounded by Gov. Gray. In ac- 
cordance with this ruling, and knowing 
that the republicans had decided to 
place a candidate in the field, the 
democratic state central committee last 
night made an amendment to the official 
call for a convention next Wednesday, 
adding lieutenant governor to the list of 
offices for which nominations are to be 
made. 
Many democratic politicians, 
«specially the anti-Gray factim, take the 
ground that the vacancy should be filled 
by the state senate, but under the cir- 
cumstances, they can hardly object to 
an election. There may be a further in- 
vestigation of the matter, however, and 
there is talk of bringing it before the su- 
preme court in some manner early in 
September. 


The decision was anticipated by shrewd 
demoraats, who at onoe inaugurated a 
boom for Hon. G. V. Menzies, of Posey 
county, for lieutenant governor. The 
main strength of the MenzieB boom just 
now is due to the fact th^t this nomina- 
tion would settle the congressional trouble 
in the First district. There will doubt* 
less be other candidates, but the Posey 
county statesman has been given the 
best start. 


Hon. J. G. Smith, of Jennings county, 
preaidenlfpro tem. of the senat«, was at 
the Scottsburg convention yesterday and 
stated in conversation that he was per- 
fectly satisfied with the validity of his 
claim upon the lieutenant governorship; 
that there was no question but that he 
was the legal successor of General 
Manson and would be the successor of 
Governor 
Gray provided 
the latter 
should vacate his 'office.

Nbw Yobk, Aug. 6.—The July fire 
record in the United States and Canada, 
as estimated by the New York Comwer- 
cial Bulletin^ involved the loss of ten 
million dollars worth of property, 50 per 
cent, greater than the average fire loss 
in July for nearly twenty years.

T E R R I B L E CASUALTli. 


Little Willie Scheuman Mangled 
by a Street Car. 


Willie Scheuman, son of Mr. Christ 
Scheuman, of No. 313 East Washington 
street, has of late been carrying water 
for street car employes and the drivers 
of the east end line permitted the lad, 
who was but 12 years old, to ride free 
with them. He climbed on a street car 
at noon and rode towards the city. Just 
in front of Dr. J. W. Younge's office, on 
East Jefferson street, :young Scheuman 
attempted to leap from the front plat- 
form of the morning car, but in some 
way he stumbled and fell under the front 
wheels and his right lower limb was 
horribly mangled before the driver could 
stop the car. The wheels caught the 
limb above the knee and mangled it 
down to the a'^kle, forcing the flesh from 
the fractured bone, exposing the severed 
blood vessels from which the life fluid 
spurted in response to the heart action. 
The lad was carried into Dr. Younge's 
office where bandages were applied and 
when Drs. C. B. Stemen and A. J. Lau- 
baoh arrived the leg was amputed. The 
injured boy's father is a cabinet maker 
in the Pittsburg railway shops and his 
uncle is the well known undertaker. 
This should be a warning to children, 
but it will not and parents will not heed 
the warning.

Call for a National Convention at 
Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 6.—A call has 
gone out for a national convention in this 
city of Knights of Labor, grangers 
national greenbackers. Farmers'Alliance, 
anti-monopolists, the Wheels, (a Texas 
organization), and all other associations 
which may harmonize outside of the 
old political parties. 
According to the 
present program, delegates from these 
orders will meet to organize a new po 
political party, with the rights of labor 
as the chief comer stone. 
The scheme 
on paper is a colossal one. It anticipates 
the swallowing up of all the great as 
sociations given to the agitation of labor 
issues. 
The greenbackers are under 
stood to be ready to lose their identity 
and it is suspected that the movement is 
a piece of enterprise on the part of the 
leaders of this lost cause to save them- 
selves and their party from utter ob- 
livion. 
However, they have long pro- 
fessed to gfive labor equal prominence 
with the idea which gave name to their 
party, and now claim that they may 
with propriety merge their cause and 
their name with any and all who are 
leagued against monopoly, in fact or in 
name. 


The convention is called for Septem- 
ber 1. Tomlinson hall will be engaged 
for the occasion, and if the affair meets 
with acceptance at the hands of the 
Knights of Labor, a prodigious gather- 
ing is anticipated. 
Powderly is expect- 
ed, and so are all of the great labor 
lights. 


Judging from hearsay among those 
interested, the new party ¿will take the 
field as a political power; will provide for 
the nomination of national and state 
tickets, and will call upon its followers to 
cut loose from all old affiliations. 
It is 
probable that in this its greatest weak- 
ness may develop—that the body of the 
mempership of the K. of L. will not ap- 
prove of the active political measures 
proposed.
